IRAOEDY, as it was andentlf 
coinpo8*d» hath been ever hteld che 
graveft, moralleft, and mod proli- ' 
table of all other Poems : dierefere 
faid by ArifiviU to be of power, 
\xf raifing pity and fear» or terror, to 
parge the mind of thoTe and fach like Faf* 
uonsy that is» to temper, and reduce them to 
joft sneafore with a kind of deUght, ftin^d 
up by reading or feeing thole Paffions 
well imitated. Nor is Nature wanting in her 
own effeds to make good his aflertion i for 
fo in Ph>fic things <? mdancholic hue and 
quality are usM againil Mebmcholyy feor 
asainfl four, ialt to remove fait Huraoui. 
Hence Philofophers, and other graveft Wri- 
ters, as Gciro^ Phiarch^ and. others, fre* 
ipiently cite out of Tragic Poets, both to ad- 
orn and ffluftrate their cufcourfe. The ApoA 
tie Paul himfelf thought it not unworthy to 
inlert a ytr^^ of Eurifidet into the Text of 
Holy Scripture, i Cor. xv. 33. and ?€trmu» 
commenting on the Rt^latioriy divides the 
whole Book as a Tragedy, into Ads, diftin^ 
goiihM each by a Chorus* of Heavenly Haip^

4 in highefl dignity have laboured not a little 
to be thought able to compofe a Tragedy. 
X}f that honour DiwrnnJuu the.elder was no \k% 
ambitious, than before of his attaining to the 
Tyranny.

|)is J^aXt but unable to pleafe his own Judg- 
«ienc with what he had begun, left it un- 
fini(h*d. Seneia the PhSofopher is by fome 
thought the Author of thole TragedioB' (at 
4eaft the bed of them) that go imder that 
name. Gngorj Naxianzen^ a t'ather of the 
Churchy thought it not unbeleeming the ianc* 
tity of his perfon to write a Tragedy, which 
is intitrd, Chrjjtfuffering. This is mentioned 
to vindicate Tragedy from the fmall eiteem, 
or rather infamy, which in the account of 
many it ttndergoes at this day with other com- 
mon Interludes ; hap'ning through the Poet*s 
error of intermixing Comic fluff with Tragic 
fedneis and gravity i or introducing trivial and 
vulgar Perfons, which by all judicious hath 
been counted abfurd \ and brought in with- 
' •ut diicreCion, corruptly to gratify the people. 
And though ancient Tragedy ufe no Pro- 
logue, yet uiing fometimes, m cafe of felf- 
defence, or explanation, that which Martial 
calls an £pifUe ; in behalf of this Tragedy 
coming forth after the ancient manner, much 
diffsient from what among us pafTes for beft, 
thus much before-hand may be EpiftPd; That 
Cbona is here introduce after the Qrtik man- 
ner.
